PROJECT OVERVIEW

Subdivision: To create six multi-family lots with 504 dwelling units. The project includes 468 for-sale
condominiums (including 26 affordable for-sale units for moderate income levels), as well as 35 affordable
senior rental units for very low income levels, one rental unit at market rate for an onsite manager, nine open
space lots, one lot for a recreation center, one lot for a Fire Station, three flood control lots, one lot for a water

tank, and two private driveway lots.

Zone Change: To request zone change from A-2-1to C-3-DP on 1.13 acres.
Administrative Housing Permit: Approximate 11% Density bonus for 46 additional units (Baseline 458 units

TBD)

SEA Conditional Use Permit (CUP): Development within a SEA, DP program, hillside management, density
controlled development, grading, residential use in the commercial zone, townhouses in the agricultural zone.

SEA Tree Permit: To request removal and/or encroachment of 454 SEA Protected Trees including 316 oak trees

Tentative Map:

1. Under the General Notes, many references are made to provide flexibility for making changes to the
maps/plans and project scope. Any changes to the project scope, maps, plans, conditions, elevation
changes, changes to the streets and trails, changes in the building footprints and heights, etc. will require
an Amendment/Revised map process plus any additional entitlements for the changes/modifications. Be
advised that statements/requests/permissions under the General Notes section do not grant or guarantee
permissions or approvals, and may require an Amendment/Revise Map process and other entitlements.

2. There are still discrepancies from one sheet to another sheet. Ensure to provide consistent lot area
information throughout the maps, plans, exhibits, burdens of proof/findings, etc. For example, there are
still minor discrepancies in gross (233.18 vs. 233.17) and net (228.76 vs. 226.76) areas.

3. Willthe project provide and dedicate 164.14 acres of open space (tentative map and project description)?
Please clarify what is included in the 164.14 acreas versus the 148 acres (BCA).

Please label each sheet clearly. Crosscheck the existing tree exhibit against the latest BCA/SEA Protected
Tree report. The tables do not need to be included as part of the tentative map. Move to the exhibit “A”.
Check the numbering for the tables.

For existing easements labeled as 5 and 6, are they referring to the same space in between the two lines?
Please confirm/clarify this. Please add a footnote re. Ayres easement next to the instrument number?

Trails are proposed to be dedicated within the multi-purpose service roads. Clearly depict the trails, access
road, multi-purpose road, etc. on a separate exhibit labeled accordingly or clarify in circulation/open
space/landscaping exhibits.

How long is the pedestrian trail? One mile? Please show. Include call outs depicting items 10 & 11 in your
response letter dated May 3, 2022

Consider other names for the public streets than “A” & “B” to differentiate these from the proposed
easements. Or vice versa.

Please clarifying proposed easements “A” & “B” for lots 9 and 10 further. Will the minimum widths be 20’
or 28’. Show other variations in driveway width.

Provide separate cross sections for both lots 9 and 10. Will the typical private driveway for both be 28’ or
just for lot 9? Will lot 10 be a minimum of 20’ feet wide?

The typical detailing for a 28’ private driveway does not show any parking. Is this correct?

It is still unclear if the HOA or Parks will maintain the proposed easements. Your responses say that HOA
will maintain these but the notes in the table on sheets 1 and 2 only reference Parks for “A” and do not
mention the HOA will maintain “B” either. Please confirm these will be maintained by the HOA.

Lot 11 (debris basin) is mislabeled as lot 18 (duplicate) in the plan rendering on sheet 1. Please
update/correct. Check throughout all revised exhibits.

Did you purposefully remove the proposed roundabout for “B” Street? Why?

Looks like there is a 64’ lot line separating streets A & B? Is this correct or perhaps adjust line thickness for
clarity, based on legend. Please clarify/confirm.

Please update phasing information on tentative map as well as exhibit. The Exhibit should specify senior
apartment lot (lot 6) should get recorded in the earlier phases, before lots 1 and 2. Same applies to
affordable for-sale housing.

Add a separate exhibit showing planning areas in relation to lots. Or remove the references to the planning
areas altogether in all documents. Planning areas only refer to lots with residential development (1-6), what
about all other lots?

Provide detailed exhibits inclusive of all lots. Add this to the index. Please see comment 58 below
regarding color exhibits.

Please provide a separate exhibit depicting open space. The project description states there are
approximately 20 acres of “improved” or “manufactured” open space. What does this include? Please be
precise. Please include proposed multi-purpose trails and parklets. Can be submitted with landscaping
plans.

Please provide more detail in the circulation exhibit. How wide is the pedestrian path of travel? If 5-feet
wide, please show more clearly. Please quantify open space in all planning areas and lots. Clarify/describe
the “pedestrian connection to city and county trails and park space”. Specify which city and county trails
and park space.

Add a table that lists out all project amenities such as the recreation center, polls, dog parks, trails, etc.
include the lot they are in and square footage, as well as total square footage, also in relation to the
proposed development (percentage).

As previously stated, provide the number of required/proposed bike parking, and depict the bike spaces
(short and long term) on the plans/maps.

b. Who will own and maintain Lot #7?

c. Therequired number of parking spaces will be determined by square footage of the rec. center plus
the occ. load obtained from Building & Safety.

As previously stated, provide the number of bedrooms for each unit to calculate the required number of
parking spaces for the sr. apartment building. Currenty, 36 and 8 guest parking (also shown). Please add
a table confirming units are one to two bedrooms.

Include a summary table for all affordable housing, including baseline density calculations (228.18 x2 =
458 units (Please confirm this.) Also include density bonus requested (11%). Table should include
overview including 8% senior affordable housing rental units (35 units, plus one manager’s unit), and 5%
or 26 inclusionary for-sale units. Always round up for density/affordable housing unit requirements.

As previously stated, how do you access the tot lot/dog park for Lot #1? What is the square footage of this
area? If this is part of the pedestrian network, please show/clarify in the circulation exhibit and landscaping
plans. Same for dog park area on lot 7 (recreation center)

Rename private access road to align with tentative map (private driveway and firelane). Also who will be
able to access this road normally? Please clarify.

With more than 230 acres of lot area, further clarify/describe the physical constraints for not
meeting the 10-ft. building distance requirement. Provide an exhibit or detailing depicting the
proposed difference from 10 to 9 feet.

d. Clarify/describe how the project is physical constrained that the project cannot meet the minimum
parking standards.

Please confirm this acreage and clarify the difference, and what “improved”
includes.
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ii. Revise/update references to private streets.
e. Grading:
i. Use consistent net acreage information: 224 vs. 226 vs 227 net acres.
ii. See note about open space under Hillside above
f. Residential use in the C-3 Zone:
i. Provide the specific number of units in each lot, each zone area, etc.
ii. Please be advised that the DR Horton’s approval is not the standard of review, remove or
add to footnotes instead.
g. SEA-CUP:
i. Check references to for-sale affordable housing (24 vs. 26).
ii. Revise/update references to private streets, “existing entitlement approvals” and
comparisons to the DR Horton project, remove or add to footnotes instead.
iii. Clarify how “one mile of publicly accessible trails” provides “local and regional recreation
through the dedication of open space and public trail enhancement.”
iv. Clarify how “one-mile public trails” is considered “an extensive trail network”.
v. Clarify “substantial amenities maintained by HOA”. Add precise details or table summary
(similar to what is requested in the Exhibit “A”.)
vi. Describe how one recreation center on a 0.68-acre lot to serve 504 dwelling units is
considered a “substantial amenity”. Will this recreation center be open to all residents?
